To the Honorable Theodore Roeserelt, President of the United States. 

Mr. F'ivsidesti—lo (oct and by virtas of the Constitation you 
aro wet oely the ‘‘exeeutive’’ of the poepie of the United State, 
bet by your ofice, as its title shows, you are thelr presiding eficer, 
and their chief representative for ementia] purposes. The people are 
equal in rights and privileges became fundamentally we live under 
parliamentary law, of which you are now their administrator, and the 
protector of the whole body of bene. You are to be addressed 
vn & ‘‘ question ef privilege’’ by any citisenenember whe learns that 
a serious detriment impeoda from which you are *‘to seo that the 
republic’'—the polities! bedy—eball the po harm, „ the oM 
Roman decrees used te my. 

Clireamstanres have made ase foel, and indeed know, that dangers 
impend which justify any citizen whe knows the facts in presenting 
thie question of privilege fo you, which calle for the exercise of ex- 
irecriinary constitutional doties, powers and memeumem from you ka 
order to protect the people in thelr personal rights, liberties and 
welfare, 

‘The greatest dangers to states are the result of slow snd almost 
impereeptible aecamelations asd growths, lke mountain avalanches, 
and whieh like them, fall suddenly wa the mmut of seme trivial 
incident oc change 

Koch ineideste are the parsing of the so-called Comstock postal 
bawa in, und lese, 1572; the procedeets and convictions occurring 
under them, aed culminating in the recent prosecutions aed sentences 
at hiengo of Dr. Alice B. Bteckmas to pay a flue of $300 nad cocta, 
and of Moses Harman, the 76-yenrel editor uf Locus, the *' Light- 
boarer,'" to ene year at hani labor in the penitentiary, which is to 
him practically a death tete. Those sentences are for n statute: 
male **erimo'" of mailing x socalled improper or ‘‘obecene'’ pews 
peper in the Chicago postatiice, ‘The prosecution was attended by the 
erissro usd cvnfieration of whole editions of the paper without avy 
noties to ite ner, editor or subscribers, upon the mere epiaton 
of come postal oficial, and that opisioo tarma out to be this: “Any 
and all discoston of the mta question i» uberes and so unemalladle. 
The only occasion for auy talk ow such matters ka in the private con- 
versation of physicians with patient, "hat these were the words 
of the official i» early proved, nad that they were ted vpon 
teh la a fect lodispetable, That they were a forma] rule ar 
* décision" may be deoled, but that be wot claimed; the action upon 
them is the raling and precedent, and thet de shown over and over 
win i» these two and other prosemutivns. This opinion has been 
practically necepted by tho United States courte (seq Judge Dethes 's 
sharge in the Stochham ento bereipafter quoted), amd it makes trial 
by jury a mere fares, a mere nceeptante of that opinion from ''the 
eourt.'* 

These statutes, prosecutions, opinions, precedents amd vordiets 
have become a fatal danger to the republic and the people, which 
the Congress, courte, prosecutors and pôstu) sothorities bavo all 
estopped themselves from opposisq, asd, therefore, the appeal must 
le to the extraordinary action ef “the President," sa above and 
hereinafter demcribed. There is po other remedy, esnpe or relief for 
the people, and bence this letter. 

The first and great díffeulty is to cue tbo mature and extent 
of thle sew bot really retrograde revelation which has impereeptitiy 
grown over all, nod reodered all beanches of the goverument esorpt 
ear Presideot powerlen. 
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Look back for a moment to the stirring yot hesitating discussion 
ia the convestions by which (1787-1759) the Constitation war 
adopted! Hed it then been supposed for an lastast thet the lane 
cont-looking postal clause, To establish postoffiees and post roada,” 
gavo to the federa] government the power of unlimited cemorship 
over the prom and malls, and crimiza! juridiction te pan without 
limit for mailing any literature or thing it might declare unmailable, 
and which might be devigued to affect objects moral, social, political 
or other beyond postal mecessition, euch se Traue, '"Jotteries'" 
‘*emarchy,’’ improper literature, e£ that enlled ''obeeese,'" er that 
in any wise relating to wx or marriage relatiota or affairs, or ‘race 
leide, oz indeed any subject whatever that the *' Congress’? might 
happen to doem injarious or objretionable—think you that the Coo- 
stitutlos would ever have bees adopted? No! It ia as certain as the 
wen la the sky that it woold have been anunimonsly rejected. Such 
criminal jurisdiction would have made the voice of Patrick Henry 
trinmephast when be described it as te grave of the liberties of 
the Pep. Hamilton's plea in the '' Federalist'" and om the floor 
‘*that the federal postofice was ''oaly a matter of publie con. 
venienry’’ would have been met by taunting, leering repetitions of 
the word ‘‘ only!’ 

The very fact that the federa) postal bereaperacy in sow esir- 
rising a Rumian criminal ‘administrative procem * over all of the 
sabjorts abore named—a jurisiictioo sever dreamed cf, much lm 
intended, when those expressed and ‘‘limited powers’! were granted 
by the states and people—shoul make us halt at once, asd retore 
to the Constitutlen as jt waa intended to be; that is, a» iT was 
apd I. 

The Constitetion was deigsot and adepted to ‘‘aocure’’ the 
reverse of all this, vis, ''tbe blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
our poderity,'" apd of all there ‘‘blesings’* the rights“ of per 
sonal freedom, nad of free epeech, a free, ancenvered prem, and of 
free, equal and inviolable mail, were the cblef. Next thereunto 
were the rights of labor and of property howestly acqeired. Is 
these postal profecutions every one of these rights have been re 
morselesaly and even exultastly overthrown. 

The postoftice has indeed. become more and more a ‘‘pablic con 
wenleney,'" and the very substance aml necessity of civilisation. 
Dot by this plain, ar, palpable wrurpation af ''elterlor powers," 
nod tbe esplonage, decoy and cemordlp, with limitem criminal joris 
diction thereunder, It de now overthrowing the very object of civilisa- 
tion itelt. It has become a "Trojan borse," introducing una waren 
amd isto the very citadel of our liberties the old enemies of the re 
pablie and thelr allies. — Witbent there rights and liberties the wel- 
fare, independence and progress of our poople ls imposible. They 
are the wobetance of al] that is euperior la English and American 
character—all that is makiog them the leaders of the beman rece. 
They reach down to the very foundation of all that makes life desir- 
able to a people that would be free. Bo sacred are they that their 
hows is the lows of all reams for living, sewer to be submitted te sa 
long as life la left.

4, In praetics the posteflcs department exclodes periodicals

5. The law oe it now stande affords officials of the postofiles 
department à degree of opportunity for corrept diserimisation ja 
excludiag periodicals, which It de unsafe to repose in any officlal and 
whieh eaght to be carefully guarded against by Congres.

A VISIT TO THE PRISONER 

On Monday, March 20, I bad a sbort laterview with my father. 
His bealth has suffered from the confinement asd prison diet, but 
la spirit be is cheerful aed hopeful He feels, however, that if 
present conditions coatinue be will probably not watiwe his term of 
imprisonment. There is a great deal of cozaumption in the Joliet 
penitentiary, THe is confined in bis cell tenrly all the time, and hie 
cen mate, whe ee im the lower bank with bis head abowt three 
feet below father's, coughe ^ great dea] of the time, I did pot 
understand whether he de a communptive or sot. 

Fatbee was compelhe] to subst to vaccitalioe-— (he fret time 
in kis life im which be hes undergone that operation. Hecame of 
trouble rewulting fram the vaccination, and the owaghing of bis cell 
mate, be has wot yet been able to obtain proper sleep, The gesemi 
prison diet i» better tha» in some other prisons, but la not sulted to 
bim, sad he cannot have the food to which be ie aecwrtomed ssd 
which comets priscipally of frait. The priscoers are permitted to 
eat while they are talking to thelr visitors, but aas carry nothing ! 
thelr colle. Ma bad eaten nothing thai day, boping we would cm 
We took bim sm of the oat apples (his favorite frait) thet we 
coki fd. 1t wae hard te be obliged to bring away all be could not 
oat while talking, when we kawe be so seeded them.

All who have read these fable, originally poblisbed separately in 
Lien, will be glad of their reappearance in book form. They deserve 
permanence, of account of the facility with which they ean be sp 
plied to illustrate the true poiste of social questions, ‘Their ingewulty 
and variety of cemenption, and the felieity of their style, ought to 
secure them an immediate sale, and that should being an established 
general reputation. Te review them la oot so easy wa to pruiso; for 
they would be spoilt by abridgment or reproduction, being, la fact, 
already very versely written, bot special characteristics may be pointed 
wut which will justify the commendation to those who have not sere 
the apulegues, 

Tho amount of invention whieh the fables shuw la very comider- 
elle, They aro valy eight iu number, but the same general thosis is 
suggested by a tale of the Amazans; the celebrated goose whose 
livers are fattened at Strasburg for the delectation of an epiearean 
world; the manners of an ascetic community in India; tbe music of 
the planet Jupiter; the custome of thore who inhabit the asteroid 
Cerne; tho warriors of Dabomey; tho effects of ostemaibly similar dis- 
viplise en the boys asd girls of two boarding schools, kept by the 
same governess; a trades umion amoug the horses of Siberia, it^ 
wasee amd the consequences, All these subjects have the interest 
of the bigarre amd exotic in themselves, and the moral, that what 
an account of them ae marh rovembles, le blearre—but, I forgot, there 
ie wo wh moral, unless yuu aro wicked enough to think eo. 

The moral—if you will bo perverso enough to extract one from 
a story which in nó way encourages you te may there de any there— 
le not exactly tho same for all the fables, bat together they have 
the tet of bringing forth, in stereoscople fashion, & single many- 
sided view which quito reversos that considered *' proper.'' Why the 
women in almost every couatry ant to wo little; why their thought 
is host to the world of policy, philosophy, almost of literature asd 
wr; wby they show moch marked inferiority to the sterner sex, awd 
are the well-known belwarks of abuses bearing en no one so heavily 
as themselves, may be inferred from the way tho men were refecod 
to s similar comlitios among the Amasona,

«veting state of things, as concerns geese, are very fully stated in 
refutation of ples for Higher Georebood, am) they do&'t sem 
to refute. But, ef course, if you read women for gose, that is 
entirely at your own risk.

Ima Norodny, a Rumian revolutionary, who led the attempt at 
mutiny ot Cronstadt last year, and who wae minister of domestic 
affairs ia the provisional goverement of the Baltic province, has 
arrived in New York, He exeaped from Rumia in dinguine early in 
January, with a 30,000 rubles ($15,000) price on his head, 

Noroduy has n letter from an attorney named Riasner, who wae 
an eyewitnem of the execution of Lieut, Schmidt, of the Kustian 
navy, on March 19 at Otehahofi, Sehmslit wae the header of the revolt 
at Seviatopal, 

'*] vam the amaeda of the Grand Duke Sergius hapged, writes 
Riasner, **yet that was as nothing by the borror of this shooting. 
My pen refuses to move when 1 thiok of it. 

It wae 4 o'clock in the morning when Schmidt waa led out for 
execution with the three common wailors who died with him. Hie 
struggle to the end was to save the threw sailors. On tbe way to the 
piaco of execution be begged permission te send a telegram, taking 
all responsibility and exoserating the sallorx. The admiral refused 
that, 

"Thes det me at Jossi die like as officer," bo sab.

A PETITION FOR PARDON OF MOSES HARMAN. 


To the Hon. Theodore Roosevell, President of the United States: 

Moses Harman, editor, of Chicago, is now serving a sentence of ona year in the prison at Joliet, LIL, imposed by Judge 
Landis in the United States District Court of the Northern District of Illinois, on June 29, 1905. Mr. Harman was convicted 
June 16, 105, on tho charge of mailing obscene literature, and the sentence affirmed on appeal. "The prisoner began to serve 
his sentence March 1, 1908. 

We, the undersigned, now ask for speedy pardon for the following reasons: 

l Mr. Harman, now 25 youre of age, is illy fitíod to lear unnecemary and undue punishment, and it is a hardship 
that will probably sacrifice his life. His watenge le excessive, or far exceeds any posible injury done by the prisoner to the 
postal scrviee or any human being. 

2. He is a natural born reformer; he has len a teacher, preacher, editor and reformer for fifty years, and proved 
himself an caruest, bonest, steadfast, brave and unflinching Garrison type of man; and be is manifestly suffering now, as 
hundreds have before him, “for opinion’s rake.” We think it is time for a “free country” to cease making martyrs for a 
free pres. 

73, Mr, Harman has pever catered to salacious tastes or to morbid minds in soarch of obscenity; bis publications are 
of great value and appeal only to the few serious, thoughtful people who are students of important and unsolved problems 
in sociology. 

4. No evidenco has boen offered of any actual barm dove to man, woman or child by Mr. Harman's publiestions; the 
alleged evil fs all fictitious or problematical. 

5. Mr. Harman has been treated as an obstinate, unrepentant criminal; whereas he de simply firm in the conviction 
that be stands for an important right and duty, as did George Washington and Herman's own contemporaries, such as 
William Lloyd Garrison and Susan B. Anthony, and many others. 

6, Mr. Harman believes in applying scientific methods. in stirpiculture, for the improvement of the human race, and 
in so doing gives no more real cause for offenm than do the publications of the United States department of agriculture offered 
to stock breeders and daily sent by mall. It is an unfair and un just diserimination that throws Mr. Harman's paper out of the 
mail und puta him into the jail for reprinting United States officíal documents, while the Unite] States olfiicale go right 
on mailing the same, though they are “condemned” as obscene by tbe postoffice department, 

7. No man should ever be punished under a Jaw that is yo uncertain that guilt depends upon the speculative opinion 
of a jury as to a psychological tendency, and that is the substance of the judicial test of obswnity, No man can know from 
reading the statute whether a given publication is criminal, because tbe law does not inform wa what will be the jury^« opinion 
of the psychological tendency, nor furnish either the publie or tbe jury with a standard of judgment, 

& Such convictions ag that of Mr. Harman do much to undermine respect. for the administration of justice, and the 
pardon axked should be granted as promptly and for the same. reasons as moved President. McKinley to pardon Charles C. 

Moore, editor of the “Bloc Grass Blade,” who was convicted in Cincinnati on a similar pretense of “obscenity” under very 
similar conditions, and for the same reasons which also movod President McKinley to parton Leroy Berrier, likewise con- . 
victed in Minneapolis. 

9. "The imprisonment of this aged reformer is a misapplication of the law, a disgrace to our repablic and its main pur- 
pose, "the preservation of liberty.“ We therefore respoctfally ask the President to hring this disgrace to an end with the 
least. possible delay.

Mr. Harman has been treated as an otstinste, uampentant criminal; whereas be is simply firm in the oonvictian 
that he stands for an important right aod duty, as did George Washington and Harman's own contemporaries, wach as 
William Loyd Garrison and Susan B. Anthony, aod many others. 

6, Mr. Harman believes in applying sientific methods in stirpleulture, for the improvement of the human race, aod 
in so doing gives no more real cause for offense than do the publications of the United States depariment of agriculture offered 
to stock breeders and daily sent by mail, It is an unfair and un Jost discrimination that throws Mr. Harman's paper ont of the 
mail and pute him into the jail for reprinting United States official documents, while the United States oficala go right 
on mailing the same, though they are “condemned” as obscene hy the postoffice department. 

7. No man should ever be punished under a law that in 2o uncertain that guilt depends upon the speculative opinion 
of a jury as to a psychological tendency, and that is the exbstance of the judicial test of obscenity, No man can know from 
roading the statute whether a given publication is criminal, because the law doce not inform us what will be the jury's opinion 
of the psychological tendency, nor furnish either the publie or the jury with a standard of judgment.

In 1851 the publication of a radial zewspaper, Locum, waa 
commenced at Valley Falle Kansas the purpose being to provide a 
medium fot the exchange and dissemination of radical tbooght apd 
to stimulate progressive ideas in the social, economie, theological asd 
philusophlen] fella of investigation. The merit of this unpretentious 
Little paper lay in ite Sdelity to truth, and is extending hospitality 
to new ideas, and ja candidly examining tbe value of their claim. 
No editors were ever more hearty, free or sincere than Moses Harman 
aod his son George, and Edwin C, Walker, 

While these men were quietly minding their own basinew and 
jeuing Locurra weekly they were arrested February 23, 1857, on a 
charge of violating the Comstock portal law, and taken before United 
States Commissioner Wileon at Topeka, who hold them to await the 
action of the grand jary, and mpom executing bonds of $500 each 
to appear at the April term of court, they were allowed to go home.

COMSTOCK AND HIS METHODS. 


An interesting, aeo waa tried in tha United Staten district court 
in Milwaukor Febrnary 1. At the closing af tbe ense, so goes the 
newspaper report, . N. Caspar, à Milwankes bookseller, bad 
pleaded guilty to sending objectionable Iteratare through the mail 
and steed ready to secre bie sentence. The case ageiuet him 
wae worked up by Anthony Cometoct, whe wrote to Caspar, under 
as amumed name, from Chimney Poist, Vi. The correspondence 
covered a period of several months. 

Comstock at Erst requested that mow rare chi books be sent 
to bim. Oispar Billed the ondor eed the cerrespondence continued, 
Comstock gradually worming himeelf into the Lookseller's g ene. 
Vieally some highly colored pictures were askai for and received. 
Three were soot by pee. The, however, did mot suit. Comstock, 
as, of comme, the United States lowe [at that time] had pothing to 
da with a teammction of that natare. 

‘Accordingly be wrote to Caspar for mere pictarem aod said 
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that the neared expres ofico wae at Port Heary, N. Y, on the 
opposite abore of Lake Champlain. It pat him to great troublo aad 
expense to obtala packages from (bere, and be asked Caspar to 2004 
the matter by mall Caspar fell into the trap aod Comstock caused 
hie amei”! 

Daring the tria] Mr, Comstock 's coeduct in leadieg Mr. Caspar 
into the cesemiselon of am llega] met waa severely commented oo 
by tbe atiorsey for the defense, Mr. K. F. Vilas, a brother of Bena 
tor Vilas, nnd before seatenclag Cuspar to pay à Boo of 4200 Judge 
Jenhiss said; 

‘There are some offenses worse than the circulation of elecone 
literatare. One of them be the practice of fraud and lying of 
which Astheny Comstock has apparety bwa guilty, Mr, Com 
stock may be able te rocuncile his comduct with the laws of God 
ond morality, bet this court cannot do so. I «asset approve the 
conduct of the government officer who bas lamba tbe defendast into 
the commimion of a crime 1 am aware that much methods nre often 
permed in dealing with alleged crimisal, bot I am set willing 
to hod my amani to such doctrine. Lf guversamret officers manet 
detect criminals aod onforco laws without resorting to disbosest 
practions, they had better. resligu their positions. 

Mr, Comstock i» known as a very senlous agent in prevesting 
the aprond of clecene literature; bet, in thie care, Aust of appeal 
ing to state law, which i ample for tbe emergency, be has swa 
ft to amumo the samo of another and lure the defeodamt into 
rime. '* 

it is wnsecomary to edd snything to the monis of Judge 
Jobing, for the utterases of which many persons will foel thankful. 
At the same time it je well to remember that Anthony Comstock 
is oot to be regarded as if be were alone in this matter, Ie ie 
merely ono of thousands of detectives who employ the same method 
—that ef luring persone kato erime for the sake of punishing them; 
he le merely a representative of à «ystem which has the approval of 
a majority ef tbe poople—the epy sysiem—a system of lying and 
treachery in the interesa of morality. The people approve this 
system; they believe in it; they believe that society can be parifed 
by the aid of de nad Hars 1t jo n strange belief, but it le popular. 

Osce a year Mr, Comstock holde a meeting le New York city, 
which i» attended by large numbere of our most respectable citi- 
aen, who listen to Mr. Comstock reports of kis work aod applaud 
bim to the echo fur what he bas dose daring the preceding year.

— Consistency, however, bs the trait least to 
be expected in buman nature, Whee the deaire for knowlelge bas 
grovu wafliciently stromg many conditions will be altered to make 
way for the satisfaction of this desire, Lf the official declaration 
that "amy and all diseuston of questions of wx ie uxmailable'' 
should be applied lo all pablicatioes, the postal department wog)d 
surely be kept busy throwing eet au everiocressing sumber of 
podtivations — Fortmuately, there de no possihility that aay wumber 
of oficials hostile to edecation can suppres the demand for know! 
elie.
